J. E. Carlson, chairman of the 
Board of the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital District No. 19, announced 
last week that authorization has 
now been received from the pro¬ 
vincial government to proceed with 
a $100,000 modernization and im¬ 
provement program at the Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital. Plans have 
been drawn by Meech, Mitchell & 
Meech, Lethbridge architects, and 
have been approved by the De¬ 
partment of Health. When con¬ 
struction is completed this year 
there will be more space in the 
hospital, increased and better 
facilities for all patients and better 
“plant operation” facilities as the 
result of extensive renovations to 
be made in the basement. 

Major item will be construction 
of a new 52x75 ft. maternity wing 
with labor room, delivery room 
and nursery room. The new ad¬ 
dition will also include a doctors' 
room and will feature an inside 
ambulance ramp. 

Other improvements which will 
be noticeable are a larger waiting 
room, a larger office and greatly 
increased bathroom facilities In the 
medical wing. The children’s ward 
will be moved- to the space now 
occupied by the nursery and the 
present case room will be made 
into a recovery room. The labora¬ 
tory will be modernized and made 
larger. 

The operating room will be 
brought completely up - to - date. 
Non-conductive floors and a steam 
sterilizer will be installed in this 
important room and all electricals 
will be replaced or modernized. 

There will be a full basement 
under the new wing allowing for 
increased facilities in addition to 
the extensive renovation planned 
in this part of the hospital. 

^Tenders will be failed as soon 
as possible, with construction to 
start this spring.

Close examination of the merger of Commerce 
and Imperial banks brings the conviction that this 
makes very good sense indeed, says The Financial 
Post, and adds: At a time when corporation changes 
so often mean that control goes to some foreign 
country, there is satisfaction in seeing no such result 
in this case. 

Commerce, with over $3 billion in assets, was a 
'“big” bank and similar in stature to that of the other 
giants operating nationally. Ever since the union of 
Toronto and Dominion banks in 1955, Imperial with 
assets of $1 billion has been out of size with the rest. 
Imperial has, indeed, for some time looked like a 
spinster who might be willing to be wooed if every¬ 
thing were decent and proper. 

Bigness for the sake of bigness would not justify 
the move. But the situation suggests there are good 
reasons. There will be some loud theorizing that the 
reduction by one in the number of Canada’s banks 
which operate nationally will somehow reduce compe¬ 
tition. This is true only in arithmetical terms. It has 
no reality in fact. Chartered banking in Canada is 
fiercely competitive and the fact that all contenders 
in the national field are now “big fellows” may even 
intensify the competitive battle.

seeds which might survive the win¬ 
ter months. 

When the first fluttering snow 
falls to the earth, we herd our 
cattle home from summer pasture. 
They . consume approximately ten 
thousand bales of hay In one win¬ 
ter. Fancy the possibilities of weed 
infestation from this source when 
manure is spread over our fields 
as fertilizer. However, Dad averts 
the infestation by loose-housing 
most of our cattle during the win¬ 
ter months. The weed seeds re¬ 
maining in the manure become 
packed, heated, and sterilized. 
Manure spread from the barn, 
where fattening steers and cows 
with young calves are grain fed in 
conventional stalls, does not pre¬ 
sent this hazard either, because 
father feeds the grain crushed as 
shop. It is evident to me that even 
while Mother Nature blankets her 
Child with a shimmering eider¬ 
down of snow, to rest, father is 
ever mindful of the hazards of re¬ 
planting fertile weed seeds. 

With the waning of winter and 
the reappearance of the first 
feathered harbinger of spring, an¬ 
other cycle of weed control com¬ 
mences. If winter comes, can spring 
be far behind? If spring comes, can 
the reappearance of weeds be far 
behind ?
